WASHINGTON. Oct. 14 
(AP) — President Jimmy Car- 
ter says Arab states may be 
withholding support for the 
Camp David accords as a stra- 
tegy to block a separate peace 
treaty between Egypt and 
Israel. 

“1 think there is a lot of 
posturing going on by people 
who don’t want to see a treaty 
between Israel and Egypt,” Car- 
ter said. “Once that treaty is 
concluded, 1 hope some of that 
opposition mignt dissipate.” 

The president made his re- 
marks Friday during an inter- 
view at the White House with 
out-of-town newspaper editors. 
The text was released Satur- 
day. 

Carter said he had not given 
up the hope that other conn- 
tries will join in the peace pro- 
cess. He added: “A conclusion 
of an Egyptian-lsraeh peace 
treaty, I think, will remove a 
lot oi me opposition to the 
pimp David agreements that 
is presently predicated on pre- 
venting such a peace treaty.” 
Carter said be was not dis- 
appointed with the lukewarm 
response by Saudi Arabia to 
the Camp David accords.

Observers in Damascus said 
this appeared to be a reference 
to differences between Syria 
and Iraq, ruled by rival fac- 
tions of the Baath Party. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 
(Agencies) — Officials of the 
.Egyptian and Israeli delega- 
tions to the peace talks here 
took - advantage of a one- day 
adjournment and met infor- 
mally Saturday but no contacts 
were scheduled between the 
principals. 

Th£ recess was called so 
that the Israelis could observe 
the Jewish Sabbath. 

Otfficials of the two delega- 
tions are staying at the same 
Washington Hotel.

Egypt and Israel may be able 
to conclude their peace treaty 
by “Nov. 19, the first anniver- 
sary" of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadats visit to Jerusalem. 

' “I think it can be done,” 
Vance told a reporter. . 

The framework devised at 
last month's Camp David sum- 
mit called for completion of a 
treaty by Dec. 17. Vance, pleas- 
ed with the course of the nego- 
tiations being held at Blair 
House across the street from 
the White House, said it pro- 
bably will not take that long. 

In fact, Vance said the work 
may even be completed before 
Nov. 19 “if everyone works 
fast.” 

The Israeli, Egyptian and 
U.S. delegations met for an 
hour and 20 minutes late Friday 
and planned further delibera- 
tions over the weekend. 

“We expect regular negotia- 
ting sessions to resume on Sun- 
day.” a State Department an- 
nouncement said. 

As negotiations moved thr- 
ough a second day, a confer- 
ence spokesman carefully ac- 
knowledged there still were 
disagreements between the two 
delegations even while they 
continued to make progress to- 
ward a settlement. 

“The draft is aimed at flesh- 
ing out toe framework that was 
reached at Camp ’David," said 
the spokesman. George Ger-

Sanaa accuses Aden 
of misleading people 


SANAA, Oct 14 (R)— North 
Yemen's Prime Minister Ab- 
dul Aziz Abdul Ghani has 
said that while tbe rulers in 
neighboring South Yemen mis- 
led their people, his country 
worked to develop itself. 

Abdul Ghani was addressing 
a big gathering here Friday 
night to commemorate the 
Oct 14 revolution in South 
Yemen, which ended British 
rule there. 

He said: “Tbe ruling group 
in Aden are continuing to mis- 
lead their people by mere slo- 
gans while we here are work- 
ing to develop our country.” 

He pledged that his country 
would not stand idle in tbe face 
of what he termed as “cons- 
pirators in South Yemen.” 
Abdul Ghani repeated charges 
made two days ago by Infor- 
mation Minister Ahmad al- 
Ruaini that South Yemen was 
mobilizing its forces in prepa- 
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ration for ' an attack against 
the North. 

Speaking on the same occa- 
sion South Yemen's Interior 
Minister Saleh Mosleh said on 
Thursday night that North Ye- 
men was trying to push tbe 
tension between the two neigh- 
boring countries to a state of 
wax. 

In his speech Friday night 
Abdul G hani said: “We are 
confident that tbe Yemeni peo- 
ple in both parts of Yemen 
are well aware of the plans of 
the conspirators in Aden and 
will stand against them.” 

His country was committed 
to 1 Yemeni unity which would 
be acjiieved on solid bases of 
democracy, be added. 

North Yemen was on the 
way erf democracy, he said. A 
peoples constituent assembly 
has been created and munici- 
pal councils would soon be 
elected, he declared. 

He again aocused the rulers 
of Aden of assassinating the 
late President Ahmad Hussein 
aLGbashmi'last June. 

President Gbashmi was kill- 
ed by a parcel bomb which 
North Yemen said had been 
brought by a South Yemeni 
official envoy. 

Meanwhile in Aden South 
Yemeni leader Abdul Faitab 
Ismail claimed Saturday that 
huge quantities of sophisticat- 
ed knodern weapons and large 
numbers of mercenaries were 
flowing into neighboring coun- 
tries in preparation for an in- 
vasion of South Yemen. 

Repeating his country's al- 
legation that conservative 
neighbors were preparing to 
attack South Yemen, be said 
at a mass rally in Aden to ce- 
lebrate the 15th anniversary of 
the war of independence 
against Britain, that “imperia- 
lists and reactionaries are pre- 
paring to attack us.

BEIRUT, Oct. 14 (Agencies) 
— Arab foreign ministers ga- 
thered in Beirut Saturday ior 
crucial talks aimed at prevent- 
ing renewed fighting between 
right-wing militias and the Sy- 
rian troops who dominate the 
30,000-strong Arab Deterrent 
Force (AjDF). 

Lebanese President Elias Sar- 
kis will open the emergency 
conference Sunday of ministers 
. from the- six states which pro- 
vide men and funds for. the 
force. 

Their immediate task will 
be to approve new se- 
curity measures to prolong 
an uneasy truce which ended a 
savage battle in Christian dis- 
tricts of Beirut and tbe sur- 
rounding mountains a week 
ago. 

The ceasefire has been bro- 
ken regularly by sporadic shell- 
ing and sniper fire as tbe 
Syrians maintained their siege 
of militiamen virtually cut off 
in the shell-scarred east side of 
the capital 

Arab diplomatic sources said 
President Sarkis is anxious to 
reduce tension in the . battle 
. zones by replacing tbe Syrians 
with new, enlarged ADF units 
from the other contributing sta- 
tes. 

But they said he is not ex- 
pected to gain much support 
for his plan during the confe- 
rence, which is being held in 
an oriental palace in the hills 
25 kms southeast of Beirut.

Numeiri 
in Egypt 
for talks 

CAIRO, Oct. 14 (AP)— 

Sudanese President Jaafar Nu- 
meiri arrived in Cairo Satur- 
day for talks with President 
Anwar Sadat, the official Mid- 
dle East News Agency repor- 
ted. 

Numeiri, who flew in from 
Madrid, is the first Arab lea- 
der to visit Egypt since the 
Camp David peace accords 
were announced last month. 

The Sudanese leader has 
strongly supported all Sadat’s 
peace overtures but has not 
publicly endorsed the Camp 
David framework. 

Numeiri left Cairo later Sat- 
urday for the Suez Canal city 
of Ismailia where Sadat is res- 
ting and is expected to fly to 
Khartoum Sunday.

ter’s signature. 

The economic and military 
aid measure also includes a 
controversial S90 million econo- 
mic a ; d for Syria. 

Alter the bill was denounced 
as the “biggest pork barrel" of 
all, the Senate Friday approv- 
ed it 60-31. 

Though the House and Sen- 
ate trimmed the bill's total 
some $1.25 billion below Car- 
ter’s original request, one Re- 
publican Farm-Belt senator said 


most of the money remaining 
should have been spent at 
home. 

Sen. Milton Young, a North 
Dakota Republican, stung by 
Carter's veto of a SI 8.2 billion 
public works bill, complained 
that Carter wanted to spend 
even more money than he got 
for “public works projects all 
over the world,’* including a 
SI billion reclamation project 
in Pakistan.

New President Daniel Arap 
Moi Saturday pledged to 
stamp out corruption and 
make a full review of Ken- 
ya’s economy and institutions, 
bat its foreign policy would 
not change. 

Be was gpeaklng at a color- 
ful, open-air ceremony at 
which he was sworn in as suc- 
cessor to Jomo Kenyatta, who 
died on Aug. 22. 

Moi praised Kenyatta's role 
in guiding the country to in- 
dependence from Britain and 
to stability and relatively high 
development in the last 15 
years. 

“This ceremony marks the 
cod of a great era in the his* 
tory of Kenya," be said. But 
it was also "the beginning of 
a new and important chapter 
in the history of our nation." 

Vice-President Mwai Kibaiti 
and cabinet ministers -were 
also sworn in before a. crowd 
of thousands in Nairobi's 
Uhuru (independence) Park. 

The president said his gov-

Moi was also sworn in as 
comndander-in-cbief of the 
armed forces, and the heads 
of the army, navy and air 
force pledged allegiance to 
him.

The foreign ministers of Arab states participating in or 
financing the Syrian-dominated- Arab Deterrent Force in 
Lebanon will be meeting in Beirut today in an attempt to 
tackle the Lebanese problem. 

Few observers will be naive enough to expect a miracle 
solution for a problem chat has been getting more complica- 
ted with the passage of time. But the Arab ministers will at 
least be armed with the goodiwiH necessary to extricate the 
Lebanese from the quagmire of the present- conflict. 

Several ideas have been put forward, but as things stand 
they are merely speculative or at least imbued with plenty of 
wishful thinking. Tht rightists demand a complete withdrawal 
of the Syrian forces from the country. The Muslims and the 
Palestinians oppose this demand for fear of being considerably 
weakened in any future conflict. The Syrian deep sense 
of pride may not make it easy for them to retire behind their 
borders. 

However, a modus vivendi may be found somewhere in 
the maze of demands and counter demands. Perhaps the per- 
centage of Syrians to other Arab troops in the ADF could be 
reduced without much harm to the efficiency of the force in 
maintaining the peace in Lebanon. In return for this, fee 
United States should firmly prevent further Israeli intcKerence 
in the country which wil} undo whatever good the foreign min- 
isters might achieve during their conference. Meanwhile, the 
United Nations should be empowered to reinforce its presence . 
in the cities while the Lebanese forces are reorganized and 
deployed more effectively in thir own country. 

Tins may be aD optimistic view of a highly volatile situ- 
ation but we do wish the Arab ministers and die Lebanese 
leaders who wish their country wd^ the best of luck. 


HYPOCRISY 


Addressing the United Nations General Assembly Friday 
the Israeli Foreign Minister accused the Soviet Union of hu- 
man rights violations. Mr. Dayan, of course, concentrated his 
attention on Soviet citizens of the Jewish faith. He couldn’t 
care less bow other Soviet citizens fared in courts of law or 
in detention camps. Nor did he refer to Arab political prison- 
ers in Israeli jails. 

The Soviet ambassador Mikhail Kharlamov hit back with 
extraordinary vigor at the Israeli minister and at his country’s 
depressing record of human rights violations with regard to 
Palestinians in the occupied lands, in the original land of 
Palestine and those who have been fenced to See their coun- 
try under the Israeli onslaught. 

Israeli propaganda has successfully hoodwinked the Western 
media about the plight of other Soviet citizens, not neces- 
sarily Jewish, and about the worse plight of other people else- 
where, including in feraei. President Sadat said that there 
were 14.000 Palestinian political prisoners now languishing in 
Israeli jails, "these 14,000 people did not merit a fraction of 
the propaganda barrage that Messrs. Shcharansky and Ginzburg 
had received when they were found guilty and convicted of 
breaking the laws of their country. At least they were Soviet 
citizens accused of violating Soviet laws. But the 14,000 
Palestinians do not belong to brad, never’ have and never will, 
given a choice. Indeed, they are victim* of Israeli occupation 
and political and social repression. 


Even Western observers who can hardly be accused of 
being sympathetic to the Arabs or their cause have cautiously 
highlighted the sickening conditions in which fee_Arabs live 
in the occupied lands. 

The Soviet Union is not exactly a model for the ad-, 
vocaies of human rights. Few countries in the world can; 
claim to be perfect havens for individual liberties and the 
rest of human rights listed by the U.N. charier. Some are 
belter than others in tins respect. But Israel is certainly not 
qualified to brag about its record or to condemn that of others.

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Dry run for an A-disaster

WASHINGTON — 

One day next April, a mess- 
age will be flashed to the Pen- 
tagon’s national military com- 
mand center that an Air Force 
C-141 transport carrying six 
nuclear weapons is in trouble 
over Nevada and the pilot is 
attempting to land in a rugged 
but uninhabited part . of the 
state. 

Succeeding messages will 
disclose that the plane has 
crashed, exploded and burned 
with apparent radioactive con- 
tamination being spread in a 
wind-swept dust cloud. 

Thus will begin a unique 
and complex week-long train- 
ing exercise expected to involve 
over 500 people, including Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter, and desig- 
ned to test how the govern- 
ment would handle an actual 
nuclear weapons accident. 

It has been more than 10 
years since the last zeal event 
— the January 22, 1968 crash- 
landing on the ice southwest 
of Thule, Greenland, of an 
Air Force B-52 with four H- 
bombs aboard. 

The B-52 burned on impact 
and the TNT used to detonate 
the nuclear fission material in 
the weapons exploded, spread- 
ing plutonium over a wide 
area of the crash site. Cleanup 
at that time was limited since 
the burning plane melted the 
ice and much of it sank 240 
meters to the bottom of the 
North Star Bay. 

According to Vice Admiral 
Robert R. Monroe, director of 
the Defense Nuclear Agency, 
which is managing next year’s 
ex erase , “There is fittle expe- 
rience remaining in the Defen- 
se Department (from the Thule 
period) to respond to such an 
occurrence." 

Furthermore, new radiation 
detection techniques and i re- 
organization of civilian and 
military units designed to res- 
pond to such an accident “in- 
crease the urgency for con- 
ducting the exercise,” Monroe 
said during recent congressio- 


nal hearings. 

Though little publicized, 
training exercises for handling 
bizarre but possible nuclear 
incidents bave been carried on 
in the past by one or another 
US. government agency. 

Last year, for example, the 
U.S. Department .of Energy 
• (DOE) ran NEST 77, an exer- 
cise that presumed terrorists 
had hidden a homemade ato- 
mic bomb in an urban area 
and sent a message to the pre-„ 
sident demanding S3S msUidh 
or they would explode their 
device. 

In that situation, DOE — 
which builds nuclear weapons 
— actually created a device 
and hid it in a building at the 
2340 square-kilometer Idaho 
National Engineering Labora- 
tory. 

The object of the exercise 
was to see how long it took 
DOE’S nuclear emergency 
search teams (NEST) to find 
the device, determine its capa- 
bilities and deal with dispos- 
ing oi it 

Using helicopters fittled with 
radiation -sensing devices and 
trucks with similar equipment, 
the NEST team located the 
bomb in leas than four boon. 

As neat year’s annnlatad as* 
craft “accident” is presently 
planned, three of six nuclear 
weapons aboard are to be des- 
troyed by fire, with resultant 
detonation of their high ex- 
polsive triggers. 

. Radioactive material will be 
presumed to bave spread 
throughout the area. To make 
the exercise more realistic, 
short-lived radioactive isotop- 
es in measurable but not dan- 
gerous afeounts wflj be placed 
around. 

The other three bombs will 
be described as damaged. 

The scenario also includes 


the presence of winds that 
carry some of the radioactive 
debris aloft and far beyond 
the crash area. 

The crew of the C441 will 
suffer injuries and radiation 
contamination in the simula- 
tion and same will die* 

To meet the disaster, fee 
Pentagon will employ its joint 
nuclear accident coordinating 
center. NEST teams will also 
take part 

Each of the three services 
will deploy units that will 
have responsibility for secur- 
ing one of the ' burned-out 
weapons and one of the da- 
maged ones. 

Specially trained medical 
teams will handle the so-call- 
ed injured and contaminated 
crew* members. 

Teams wDJ come in to clean 
up the contaminated land. 

One of the more difficult 
problems will b£ dealing with 
. the public, both on a local 
and national level . 

Next year’s accident will be 
of a national scale and even 
President Carter may be call- 
ed cm to play a part, offi- 
cials said. If it actually hap- 
pens, Carter’s activities would 
come as pari of dealing with 
the accident’s national impact. 

.Between 1958 and 1968, ac- 
cording to Pentagon figures, 
there were 31 accidents invok 
ving nuclear weapons carried 
aboard Air Force planes. 

The 1979 exercise, called 
TMUAGS,” will help officials 
detemme the “effectiveness of. 
nuclear response organiza- 
tions.” Monroe said in a state- 
ment submitted to a Senate' 
approprarions subcommittee 
after closed hearings last 
spring.

Bonaparte’s 
last islands 

LONDON — Napoleon Bona- 
parte, who died 157 years ago, 
could yet do his bit for mak- 
ing life easier on two of the 
world's loneliest islands. 

Both are in the south Atlan- 
tic: Sl Helena, where the em- 
peror died, and Ascension, 
1,100 kilometers to the north- 
west. The islands are difficult 
to get to and are rarely visit- 
ed. 

The Ministry of Overseas 
•Development said Thursday it 
has commissioned a feasibility 
study of the potential for eco- 
nomic growth and tourism on 
Ascension and St Helena. 

“The development of a tour- 
ism industry with strong asso- 
ciations with Napoleon could 
bring welcome relief to a wor- 
rying employment situation,” a 
spokesman said. “There could 
be particular attraction for the 
French.” \ 

Britain provides about 5 mil- 
lion pounds ($10 million) a 
year in aid 'to St- Helena, which 
has no industry and is so un- 
derdeveloped that it has had 
to import potatoes. 

There are 5,000 people on 
St. Helena (and 200 islanders 
plus 500 expatriates on Ascen- 
sion, where] there is a U-S. 
military airstrip, a tracking 
station of t|e U.S. National 
Aeronautics land Space Adm- 
inistration and . British cable 
and broadcasting companies. 
There is no .airstrip on- St. 
Helena. 

The British exiled Napoleon 
to Sl Helena after his defeat 
at Waterloo in 1815. Longwood 
House, where be lived, garden- 
ed and eventually died in 1821, 
is a Bonaparte museum, con- 
taining his furniture and other 
relics and the bath from which 
he dictated his memoirs. — (AP) 


ITC*s: nearly 30 years ex- 
perience" in the Eastern Pro- 
vince entitles Atiyeh to be ex- 
pansive 

Describing both the full-time 
(200 students), and part-time 
(1300 rfudents) : programs, he 
remarks: *TEyfen though Aramco 
is now. a Saudi company, the 
very nature of fcs business .dic- 
tates a need for fluency in the 
predominant international bu- 
siness language, which is Eng- 
lish.” 

The soft spoken veteran 
educator adds- that the majori- 
ty of recruits to the indistrial 
program bring scant elementary 
education with them — eight or 
nine years the most and 
many far less. Since the langu- 
age of instruction for all cour- 
ses is English, a basic ground- 
ing in that language must be 
established first. 

The English Orientation Pro- 
gram is divided into one and 
two year streams. Those ap- 
plicants with six years of 
schooling- join; toe one — year 
program while those with nine 
years education are placed in 
the more advanced stream. 
Many of those .in the latter 
program are ultimately selected 
for managerial grooming and 
encouraged to enroll in univer- 
sities abroad, largely in the 
United States. 

Although the present pro- 
gram’s curriculum has been op- 
erating successfully for seven 
years, ITCs academic planners. 
aren’t smug: 

“In any second language pro- 
gram — UPM, AUB and most 
TGFOL schools have had the 
same experience — flexibility is 
vital.” asserts Atiyeh. “We 
don’t say, ‘This is the program;’ 
and defend it until eternity.. / 
Rather, we try to evaluate the 
needs of the student body al- 
most on a semester basis. We 
are always prepared, for ex- 
ample, to alter or scrap, a pro- 
gram if it isn’t meshing. Jta ad- 
dition,” he says, “English langu- 
age teaching is -such a Bind 
geld that we must always keep 
abreast of developing trends 
and be prepared to adapt when 
■necessary.” He adds that the 
number of new textbooks issu- 
ed annually equals the amount 
of Shakespearian criticism pub- 
lished in a year, the latter be-

ing perhaps the .most prolific 
area of English literature stu- 
dies. 

Nor does the JTC rdy ex- 
clusively upon outside teaching 
materials. Last year the center 
developed its own textbook for 
beginners in English. Eotiflcd 
“Communicate,” it employs 
- standard TEFOL methods bas- 
ed upon particular local needs. 
Additional locally developed, 
aids are currently in the works. 

Strolling ms brightly lit 
corridors, one detects strong 
student-teacher ties: bulletin 

boards display photos depicting 
end -of- year picnics and teach- 
ers linger to tutor individual 
students in empty classrooms 
after hours. 

All of. FTC’s 56 instructors 
have undergraduate degree and 
at least three years prior teach- 
ing experience. Atiyeh himself 
earned both his BA. (English 
Lit.) and MBA from the Ame- 
rican University of Beirut. 

What does he do for recrea- 
tion? “A few years ago I be- 
came interested in the finer 
points of teaching English to 
non-native speakers. So I spent . 
a couple of summers getting an 
additional Master’s in TEFOL.” 

The rewards of an educator 
are self evident. Occasionally, 
says Atiyeh, a former student 
returns to teach at the center 
as in the case of the present as- 
sistant superintendent But for 
80 per cent of ITCs - trainees, 
'dosses are something to be 
'sandwiched in between a full 
working day at Aramoo. To 
be sure, the company grants the 
required time off for classes. 
Bui Atiyeh says that the amount 
of additional study often means 
a -12-15 hour day for the stu- 
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For some, the dividends' 
such diligence are high. One 
graduate, when asked why he 
returned to finish an extra three 
Enghsh levels, replied: “When 
my final is passed, I can apply 
for admission to a U.S. col- 
lege. 1 could earn more money 
doing business in Dammam 
but without English I will only 
be able to do business in Dam- 
mam." 

Atiyeh stated that this cali- 
ber of student, is not rare at 
ITC. “We only require five 
levels of English,” he says, 
“but many of our brighter 
students — encouraged by .that 
first flush of, success with a 
foreign language — crane back 
to complete the optional ad- 
vanced levels. We aren’t a de- 
gree-granting institution but, as 
you say, the proof is in- the 
pudding. You have only to look 
at the number of our former 
trainees who have opted for 
farther education and succeed- 
ed.” 

When asked if there were 
special problems in teaching 
English to industrial trainees^ 
Atiyeh responded “Outside of 
the purely occupational hazard 
of the students working simul- 
taneously, no more than other 
language programs.” 

However, he cited the per- 
sistent temptation of students 
resorting to Arabio-Englisb dic- 
tionaries as a problem all lan- 
guage schools face. “We try 
to discourage this,” he says, 
“at least after the first stage. 
Translating back into the stu- 
dent's native language is quite 
natural. We all search for 
familiar reference points in 
teaming anything. The mCst 
familiar touchstone for a per- 
son acquiring a second language 
is obviously that student’s first 
language.” But aU these are 
quibbles, he concludes, point- 
ing to a sign on the wall which 
procSaims: “Only the untried is 
impossible.” 

The Dhahran branch of. 
Aramco’s ITC, though the lar- 
gest, is only one of five train- 
ing centers. Others, situated 
dose to areas of industrial ac- 
tivity for the student/worker's 
convenience, are located in 
Dammam, Ras Tanura, Abqaiq 
and Muhtaxagah (Hofuf). 


Native Arabic speakers learn- 
ing English and French simul- 
taneously? C’est pas impossible. 
At least not at toe Center 
d'Audio Visuel in Dammam. 

Michel Hubberland, director 
since 1973, prefers that his 
students leave their English at 
home; but the center, located 
on the second floor of the 
Saudi Cement Co.* often 
sounds like the United Nations 
in session. 

The students who enroll in 
one of three bi-weekiy French 
language programs are a di- 
verse group; Saudis, Syrians, 
Americans. Germans, Swedes, 
Norwegians, Swiss and British 
are only half of the nation- 
alities represented. Their re- 
asons for learning French — 
for most h constitutes a third 
language — are as varied as 
their backgrounds. For some 
native Arabic speakers work- 
ing in French banks or on 
local building projects, it al- 
lows them to communicate with 
their European colleagues. For 
students seeking employment 
in French-speaking countries 
it's a necessity. But for many 
at the institute, it's simply an 
opportunity while abroad to 
acquire the rudiments of a ^ 
language spoken in over 25 na- 
tions. For two Saudi students 
whose parents own viHas in 
Cannes, the course’s conversa- 
tional aspect wilt make their 
holidays more rewarding. In 
fact, nearly one-third of the s»u. 
dents are Saudis. 

The goal of the audio visual 
center is to provide French 
lessons to people of any na- 
tionality. The annual fee of 
SR 250 is nominal and covens 
operating expenses. Private 
French lessons in the area 
would cost these students a 
minimum of SR 50 an hour. 

Huberland says that he 
doesn't discriminate between 
levels of language proficiency 
in his students. Three classes — 
beginner, intermediate and ad- 
vanced — are offered bi-week- 
ly from October through June. 


The classes take place in the 
evenings and last from one and 
a half to two and a half hours

depending upon the proficiency 
level. 

“Many of our students,” 
says Huberland, “just can't 
make every class. We don’t 
pressure them. As a joint Saudi. 
French service sponsored by 
the French Foreign Ministry 
and the Saudi Ministry of In- 
formation. we are a cultural 
link between the various com- 
munities scattered throughout 
the Eastern Province." 

The institute is open five 
nights a week from six to 10 
p.m. In addition to the class- 
rooms it contains ‘a French 
lending library of nearly 1,000 
books, which is open two 
nights a week. Some of the 
books were donated by mem- 
bers of the French communi- 
ty and others were supplied by 
the French government. 

Like most language teachers, 
Huberland adamantly refuses 
to let the students use their 
native tongue in class. Merely 
to watch him in action is a diz- 
zying experience. Anns flailing, 
he paces the aisles almost drag- 
ging those difficult “ai's” and 
“ue's’ from his students’ 
mouths. He darts from dedc 
to desk, coaxing, encouraging, 
coaching, even threatening the 
correct pronunciation from them 
and then dashing to the black- 
board to underscore his points. 
All tfiis action is accompanied 


by a steady stream of Irvdy, 
Provencal (he studies in Aix) 
putter. 

A normal class at the audio 
visual center begins with a 
film-strip depicting daily situ- 
ations such as ordering a meal 
asking directions or renting an 
apartment. For more advanc- 
ed classes there are narrative 
filmstrips and more complex, 
subject matter. Afterward each 
student improvises a few short 
remarks concerning what he 
has just seen. This is followed 
by a general conversational 
melee during which Huberland 
corrects structural or pronun- 
ciations! errors while maintain- 
ing the discussion's momentum. 
After that, a few conjugation ex- 
cercises 'are tackled. Spiritedly 
dashing to die blackboard with 
their homework, either- from 
enthusiasm or fear, the students 
d splay a remarkable alacrity. 

But no matter what the mo- 
tivation, Huberts ad's students 
are unanimous in expressing 
admiration for their instruc- 
tor's dynamism. The delicate 
balance he maintains between 
career language drilling and 
what dabblers call leisure lingu- 
istics didn't come easily to Hu- 
berland. Before taking control 
of the Dammam center, toe 
sandy-haired director taught 
French in Canada, Mexico and 
Morocco. To keep abreast of 
changing trends he participates 
in summer teaching seminars in 
Aix en Province. 

Furthermore, his connec- 
tions wjth the Dammaxn-Al 
Khobar French communities 
are extensive. In addition u> his 
teaching dutfos he organizes 
film programs for the area’s 
French nationals, manages toe 
only French lending library 
and external audio-visual ser- 
vice in toe province, directs a 
summer abroad program, leads 
field trips to the desert and 
to archeologjcaliy interesting 
sites and serves as unofficial 
liason man between the French 
community and toe French 
embassy in Jeddah. ^-{B.R.)

and Europe. Top VS. analysts, 
such as Leonard J. San tow of 
J. Henry Shrader Bank and 
Trust Co., foresee a strong tech- 
nical rally in the dollar, but 
(they expect it to be short-lived 
because of “doubts over adm- 
inistration and Federal Reserve 
firmness in pursuing anti-infla- 
tion policies" over the long 
term. “The philosophy of tbe 
administration seems to be that, 
we want to buy six to nine 
months,” Sautow adds. 

Whether the U.S. has the sto- 
mach to pay the price of slow 
growth remains to be seen, of 
course. But if the U.S. does, 
then those central bankers and 
corporate treasurers who are 
hotting agamic the, dollar may 
end up regretting it. For they 
Will be r unning in to a 

set of fundamentals that point 
to thumbs up for the dollar; 


Thumbs up 

— Growth of the U.S. eco- 
nomy is slowing, and this is 
expected to dampen the gains 
in personal income, which will 
Wave Americans with less to 
spend on imports. At the same 
•tune, there is some hope tor 
faster economic growth in 
Europe and Japan, which could 
increase demand tor US. ex- 
ports. 

— The combination of slow- 
er growth and tne new adm- 
inistration .program to curb 
wage and price increases should 
at least prevent any further 
acceleration or inflation, and 
ft may even cut the rate a bit. 
A major factor in the slide of 
he dollar this year was a'beiief 
by traders that U.S. inflation 
was out of control Any pro- 
gress on that front should lead 
ito an increased willingness by 
[foreigners to hold dollars. 

[ — The slump in the dollar 
fover the past 14 months has 
made U.S. goods more attrac- 
tive in foreign markets and 
■'imports more expensive at 
borne. There is a consensu* 
among economists that it tak e s 
roughly 18 months for these 
price effects to have a signifi- 
cant impact on the physical 
flow of trade. Admimstrauon 
officials expect the depreciation 
that has occurred so far to 
i cause substantial improvement 
jin th* trade deficit by the end 
of tbe year. 

' — Labor costs have risen far 
less rapidly in tbe U.S. than 
in Europe and Japan. 

In the long run, such econo- 
mic fundamentals must domi- 
nate. Of course, there is no 
way to force currency traders 
to accept economic logic, but 
tne case that U.S. economists 
build tor a stronger dollar is 
compelling. Most important, 
for tbe first time in seveo years, 
U.S, policymakers are now 
giving the state of the dollar 
“almost equal priority with do- - 
mastic considerations," accord- 
ing to a high administration 

official. Indeed, to this official 
and his colleagues the battles 
to cool inflation and defend 
the dollar have become insepar- 
able. 

Heavy potHkal risks 

To achieve these ends, the 
Carter administration and the 
Fed are pursuing policies that' 
dlit the nation's three and a 
half year-old recovery and Car- 
ter’s political fortunes at heavy - 

risk. Says ibe administration 
official: “We have reached a 
stage where app f °P riate policy 
Involves a tighter budget, a 
lighter monetary policy, and 
dower growth than we had 
previously desired*” 

" Because U.S. growth rates, 
have been so muen higher than 
.those of most other industrial 
powers since the 1974-75 re- 
cession and because While 
House rhetoric has consistently 
em phasize d growth, it is un- 
derstandable that the Europeans 
doubt Washington has changed 
course. Says Ken Matbysen- 
gerst, president ot Capital inter- 
national in Geneva: “1 don’t 


question the administration's 
concern about inflation, but 
they can’t reconcile that with 
thgir commitment to growth." 

Yet European observers may 
be overlooking some absolutely 
vital data about the U.S. eco- 
nomy. Such administration offi- 
cials as Charles L. Schultzs, 
current chairman ot the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers, who 
had insisted last year that real 
gross national product must 
grow by rive per cent a year, 
are now saying that 3 J per 
cent to four per cent is “app- 
ropriate” tor 1979 and I9»u. 
Federal spending, adjusted tor 
imJauon, nas risen by :more 
than three per cent in the fiscal 
year ending Sept. 30, but it is 
scneduied io grow by barely 
two per cent in fiscal 1979 and 
by less man two per cent in 
fiscal 1*30. Go tne monetary 
trontt tne Fed has pushed the 
federal funds rate — the key 
interest charge on overnight in- 
terbank loans — close to eight 
and one halt per cent from six 
and one half per cent at tne 
start of the year. And the adm- 
inistration. which last spring 
said an eight per cent rate 
would be disastrous, now is 
talc iro eight and one half per 
cent calmly. 

Budget revolution 

The budget numbers are os 
striking as the interest rate 
surge. On a conventional bud- 
get basis, the U.S. deficit should 
drop fr om fi scal 197 8's $51 
trillion to $40 billion in fiscal 
197 9 and $30 billion in fiscal 
1980. But when these numbers 
are adjusted to reflect what 
revenues and spending would 
be if tbe nation were at “full 
employment" — a level where 
the unemployment rate is 4 S 
per cent — the change is start- 
ling- On this full-employment 
basis, the deficit over (he same 
period drops from $20 billion 
to $13 billion to zero. Thus, 
by fiscal 1980, the federal gov- 
ernment will be providing no , 
stimulus to the economy. Last 
January's budget had call- 
ed for a full -employment dtfi- 

cjt_of $19. billion in 1980. 

By foregoing the possibility 
'of a “fiscal dividend" through 
faster growth. Carter loses the 
wherewithal to pay for the so- 
da] programs long .sought by 
his already-alienated constitu- 
ency of liberals, blacks, and 
labor. But more important, tbe 
government is flirting with the 
risk of a new recession. “In the 
past," says Lawrence R. Klein, 
Carter's chief economic adviser 
during the 1976 presidential 
campaign, “every time we’ve 
tried to engineer a little slow- 
down. we got a recession." 

But Klein, who remains an 
informal economic adviser to 
the White House, thinks the 
current policy mix will work 
without producing a slump. 
“We’re setting growth goals of 
two per cent to four per cent," 
says the University of Pennsyl- 
vania economist. “That’s some 
risk, but not as bad as the 
zero per cent to two per cent 
goal k might take to convince 
some Europeans. That much 
restraint might trigger a reces- 
sion, and we don’t want to see 
that" 

Handsome payoff 

I But if the administration can 
keep its economic reireac tram 
■ tur mpg mto a rout, the payoti 
■icouid oe handsome. The du- 
Ircrcnces between US. growm 
rates ana tnose ot its trading 
partners nave oeen a major 
cause ot me soaring US. iraoe 
ucdcil, wuicn uns year is ex- 
pected to run ciose io $aU bu- 
uoo. thus, tne Us. has long 
pusaed tor me strung-currency 
countries! especially Germany 
ana Japan, io stimulate cncir. 
siuggish domestic economies, 
plow, even it these toreign 
powers oo nor grow faster, toe 
-slowdown in tne U.S. can 
produce the same convergence 
ot growtn rates, lowering the 
nve/ instead oi raising the 
lunage. 

i inis argument is made re- 
Ipeatedly by top U.S. academic 
economists. Says Kouert * Z. 
Auocr ot the University of 
Chicago: “We are probably at 
the peak of’ disparity m tne 
business cycle.’ - Aliber believes 
the dollar is undervalued by ten 
per cent to 15 per cent and 
must make some comeback in 
the next year. 

It tne U.S. does, indeed, hold 
economic growth below the 
trend-line rate of four per cent 
for the next two years, one 
almost certain cost will be to 

pia the unemployment rate to 
a six per cent plateau until 
election time. But this painful 
policy choice was forced on 
the administration by the com- 
bination of high inflation and 
a sagging dollar. “The decline 
io the dollar brought home to 
us tbe point that more had to 
be done about inflation in a 
way that would not have come 
through in the consumer price 
index atone," says Richard N. 
Cooper, Under Secretory of 
State for Economic Affairs. 

Short-tern) p a i ns 

The depredation of the dol- 
lar has been painful to the 
\J£„ both because k has threa- 
tened international monetary 


chaos and because it had fed 
domestic inflation — which in 
•turn has weakened the dollar 
even more: As the dollar has 
slumped, tiie cost of imports 
to the U.S. has risen. At the 
i ffffip time, many US. manu- 
facturers, notably the auto and 
steel industries, have taken ad- 
vantage of the higher prices of 
competitive imports to boost 
their domestic prices. Estimates 
of the impact of depreciation 
on the U.S. inflation rate ran- 
ge from three-quarters to one 
and. one half percentage points. 

In the short run, depre- 
ciation has actually made the 
trade deficit worse. The first 
jsnpact of devaluation is to 
raise tile price of imports and 
lower tbe value of exports. 
Because of buying habits and 
long-term contracts, the 
change in the relative price 
of U.S. and foreign goods 
does not immediately change 
the physical volume of im- 
ports and exports. Over time, 
however, purchasing patterns 
adjust to fit tbe new reality of 
prices 

As a result, things always 
get worse before they girt bet- 
ter. an effect economists call 
the “J -curve" Now, adminis- 
tration economists and top 
private forecasters feel that 
UB. trade is about to start 
marching up the long leg of 
the J — particularly since 
slower U-S. income growth 
will give the lower-priced. 
US. dollar a chance to work. 
Treasury analysts have noted 
that the soaring yen has al- 
ready caused the physical vo- 
lume of Japanese exports to 
the U-S. to start slipping. And 
the U-S. c urrent-acco un ts dc- 
fiat, which includes services 
and profits on U.S. investments 
abroad as well as merchandise 
trade, plunged to $3.3 billion 
in the second quarter from. 
$6.9 billion in the firsL 

To the extent that the con- 
vergence of growth rates and 
the price effects of deprecia- 
tion .shrink the trade deficit, 
the dollar should strengthen. 
“The system of floating ex- 
change races should be self- 
correcting,” says economist 
Klein. “Exchange-rate adjust- 
ments do not go in one direc- 
tion forever, and there is now 
every reason to believe we 
have turned the cornr." 

Aafl-cowpcffitive foes 

Despite their basic optimism, 
however, Kiehz and ocher — 
U-S. economists concede that m 
anticompetitive forces can ' 
thwart the operation of a neat 
economic theory such as the 
J-curve. For example, Klein 
suspects that Japanese com- 
panies are failing to pass along 
to consumers the savings on 
dollar-denominated imports 
and are using the profits to 
keep export prices from fully 
reflecting the higher value of 
the yen. 

On top of this, most UJS. 
trade partners follow protec- 
tionist policies that make 
American efforts, such as steel 
trigger prices, look feeble 
“The J-curve ought to work, 
but it needs some help from 
governments” says Otto Ec- 
kstein, president of Data Re- 
somces Inc. “Right now, for- 
eign protectionism is foiling 
the adjustment." 

Eckstein sees the U.S. as a 
( “victim of trade aggression," 
and warns that unless the fun- 
damentals are allowed to ope- 
rate, the Ui. will have no 
choice but to retaliate with 
such measures as import sur- 
charges. “Either the trade 
figures get better, or the U.S. 
will force the issue," says Eck- 
stein. “The price of letting the 
dollar sink has gotten too 
high." 

Carter administration offi- 
cials believe the exchange 
markets have grossly overreac- 
ted to U.S. inflation in mark- 
ing down the dollar. As one 
White House economist sees it, 
the underlying U-S. inflation 
rate has increased by about 
one percentage point in the 
last year, while the average 
rate in Europe has dropped a 
point. “You cannot attribute 
dollar depreciation on the size 
we’ve seen to a two-point 
swing in relative inflation 
rates,” he says. 

Psychology crucial 

Nonetheless, the administra- 
tion recognizes that psychology 
is critical in exchange markets, 
and it has finally admitted that 
it must get inflation under con- 
trol for international as well as 
domestic reasons. While the 
principal burden of cooling in- 
flation clearly is falling on fis- 
cal and monetary policies, ad- 
ministration economists are 
striving to develop a credible - 
.incomes policy to do part of 
'the job of holding down wage 
.and price increases. 

Any gain on the inflation 
front combined with deprecia- 
tion and slows- growth, should 
markedly reduce the US- ex- 
ternal deficit. The administra- 
tion forecasts that ifae current- 


accounts deficit will drop 
from nearly $20 billion 
this year to as low as $10 
billion in J979. No one looks 
for the XJB. to achieve balan- 
ce, but one official notes: 
“Once we get confidence in 
order, a deficit of even SIS 
billion would be manageably* 

However, the lack of Eu- 
ropean confidence in the Car- 
ter administra tion and its poli- 
cies just happens to be the 
dollar’s biggest problem* The 
arguments of TJ-S. analysts 
and their foreign counterparts 
are a dialogue of the deaf, 

The Europeans simply do 
sot believe that the adminis- 
tration wfll stick with a akm- 
growth policy, and they argue 
that c o nvergence of growth 
and inflation rates will not 
occur.- Says one Bnropeen 
central banker *The UB. has 
■ been pursuin g a growth poS- 
cy. and it is unfikdy to aban- 
don it? F urtherm ore, the Eu- 
ropeans do not behove that 
the US. economy is slowing 
very much. Hans J, Mast of 
Credit Stasse asserts that fits. 
US. economy is stronger and 
closer to capacity than the 
statistics indicate, and. he be- 
lieves the inflati o nar y pressur- 
es are bqfldBgg, 

Eu rope an aaaMtiS y 

The Europeans also are un- 
certain about the p rwpccte 
for their own recoveries, par- 
ticularly Germany's* They 
look to Bonn to provide tbe 
dynamism for Western Euro- 
pe’s economic .growth and to 
the Deatachemarik. as the lin- 
chpin of a new European Mo- 
netary System. The German 
budget deficit already takes up 
a larger share of national pro- 
duct titan that of the U.SL, 
and Chancellor Ffehroit Sch- 
midt has proposed t tax-cut 
program. But some analysts 
say a scheduled increase in 
Bonn’s vaffie*difed tax will 
offset the stimulus and turn 
the German economy sffiggjdtc 

This leaves most Europeans 
still looking to the U.S. for 
corrective action. Virtually all 
foreign bankers and econo- 


mists surveyed by “Business 
Week" agree that the US. 
must pursue far more restric- 
tive fiscal and monetary poli- 
cies, even at the risk of reces- 
sion- “Oiling for a recession 
in the US. is asking us to cut 
our own throats” says Conrad 
Cort, an economist at Amster- 
dam’s ABN Bank. Nonethe- 
less. Kur Richebacher, econo- 
mic adviser to Germany’s 
JDresdner Bank, maintains that 
a recession in tbe US., even 
if it drags Europe down, 
would be “a good tonic” 

The Carter administration 
is hardly a paragon of consis- 
tency, but its officials are 
exasperated with the European 
demands. “We are in a quan- 
dary," says State’s Cooper. 
“Their governments don’t 
want us to cut back further 
on growth. They want us to - 
reduce our trade deficit. But 
they do not want us to reduce 
our imports from them or in- 
crease our exports." 

Says another high official: 
“There is some defensiveness 
about- their own growth re- 
cords in tbe Europeans’ posi- 
tion. Because they have such a - 
dismal record, they tend to ar- 
gue that the US. must oe 
carrying growth policies to a 
point of international irres- 
ponsibility." 

‘Benign negJectT 

US. officials do concede, 
however, that Washington did 
not pay enough attention to 
the plight* of the dollar until 
the last few months. While he’ 
would chafe at the expres- 
sion “benign neglect/’ Cooper 
says that “there were periods 
when we could have been more 
agffi waive in support, of the 
dollar.” 

Almost on a par with Wash- 
ingtons past neglect of the 
dollar problem and inflation 
. has been its failure to make its ' 
corrective actions clear to the 
rest of die world. When tbe 
.-administration woke up to the 
dollar problem in August, R 
took pains to advertise its sup- 
port actions with a dramatic 


call by Carter for concerted 
Fed and Treasury Depart- 
ment moves. But the White 
House has still not made, 
much noise about its own 
substantive actions on infla- 
tion. 

Signs ot slowing growth in 
• the second half and th e P**" 
sentation of a tight budget 
1 next January should help the 
.administration's case. In the 
meantime, other expected mea- 
sures will demonstrate concern 
•over the dollar. The govern- 
ment stands prepared to coun- 
ter any new attacks on the 
dollar with direct intervention, 
and it is considering borrow- 
ing up to $5 billion front the 
International Monetary Fund 
if it needs tbe additional re- 
sources to battle speculators. 
In addition, an export pro- 
motion program designed to 
boost US. sales abroad by as 
much as $20 billion in the 
early 1980s has been announ- 
ced. There is skepticism with- 
in the administration over the 
effectiveness of this program. 


but it will at least be a sym- 
bol of U.S. intentions to com- 
pete more vigorous in world 
markets. 

Tbe real test for the US. 
dollar strategy will be the 
firmness that the administra- 
tion and the Fed show in 
sticking with more restrictive 
monetary and fiscal policies. 
Many analysts believe that 
restraint mil be abandoned as 
the 1980 election year nears, 
and recent U.S. political his- 
tory offers enough • examples 
of llth-hour hyping of the 
economy to justify such cyni- 
cism. 

But the traditional political 
calculus may have changed. 
The Carter administration fi- 
lially seems to have learned 
that inflation is the most po- 
tent political issue in the U.S. 
“Given the (level of) infla- 
tion, the ability to react to a 
slowdown is limi ted," says 
Data Resources* Eckstein. 
“They can’t run for the hills 
at the first sign of econ omic 
weakness." 


ADNA Nobel

NEW YORK — The revo- 
lutionary field of recombinant 
iDNA research was bom as a 
result of the work of the three 
scientists who shared this year’s 
Nobel Prize for medicine. 

They won the award ‘for re- 
search that led to the use of 
microscopic chemical “scal- 
pels," 'enzymes that have made 
it possible to do the kind of 
gene splicing necessary for 
genetic engineering. 

Recombinant DNA research 
became a major scientific con- 
troversy in the last few years 
when fears arose that biologists 
might create some mutant that 
could, for example, cause a 
worldwide plague.* 

But the new research also 
brought with it the promise of 
pro ducing such things as new 
ways of curing disease and new 
ways of augmenting the world’s 
food supply. 

The work by Werner Azber 
of the University of Basel and 
Daniel Nathans and Hamilton 
O. .Smith of the Johns Hopkias 
•University in Baltimore con- 
cerned the discovery and use 
of enzymes known as restric- 
tion endonucleases. 


- The most dramatic result of 
their use came just over a 
ffionth ago when scientists at 
the City of Hope Medical Cen- 
ter in Duarte, California, an- 
nounced they had used man- 
made genes to change bacteria- 
into living factories that pro- 
duce human insulin. 

“This would be the first re- 
ally useful product that has 
resulted from the research," 
said Dr. Arthur D. Riggs of 
the Medical Center, interring 
to the recombinant DNA work. 

All of tins was the result of 
the use of restriction endonu- 
cleases to combine genetic ma- 
terial from two distinct and 
unrelated organisms. — (AP)
